"W hat is happening is not a question of anybody’s 
intentions, but the logical consequence or inevitable effect 
of a series of measures or steps that may or may not Im: 
parts of a conscious or consistent program. . . . In such 
a process, once set in motion by powerful political forces, 
one thing leads inevitably to another and each step com­ 
pels a successive step w hich carries us farther toward the 
end. . . . The fact is that we ourselves have set up, under 
the legislation that has been adopted and the agencies that 
have been established, an almost complete system of state 
socialism or federal capitalism in this country. 
Mr. Sullivan takes the A. A. A. to illustrate the "snow­ 
ball’’ tendency of the New I )eal policy, expanding or floreat ing 
in somewhat the same manner as some familiar plants. 
I hey 
throw off tendrils which touch the ground, send down roots 
and new organisms arise duplicating the first. 
The Triple A illustrates this process, hirst there was to be 
a restriction of production of certain crops, but this led to over­ 
production in other crops. Fledged not to grow cotton, for in­ 
stance, the farmer turned the land into peanuts— and then 
peanut production had to be restricted, with compensatory 
payments. Or potatoes — and the potato growers complained, 
and potatoes were added to the list.

It is going to be a free republic or it is going to be a social­ 
istic, regimented communism; and if this legislation goes 
through, the latter will be indicated. 
But the policy worked out so that even the opponents of it 
were bound to later ask for its expansion to protect themselves 
— and the progress toward complete state socialism continued 
— until the Supreme Court stepped in. 
It spread also, naturally, to the manufacturers— and even­ 
tually the voluntary features had to he abandoned and offenses 
against the system made criminal, as in the notorious case of 
the potato growers. 
The Supreme Court is just one obstacle. The Constitution 
and the Supreme Court stand in the way. 
The issue will not be pushed before election, it is sug­ 
gested, but in case of Mr. Roosevelt’s re-election, success of the 
socialistic or communistic plans might be assured by changes 
in the C ourt’s m akeup— either by resignations or deaths which 
would give the President the power to appoint to the Court, 
Justices who would favor the New Deal. 
So it should be kept in mind that the menace of the Roose- 
veltian policies that nearly revolutionized the government is 
not dead, but just playing possum until after election day.
